Former 
Guantanamo 
inmate thanks 
Canadians 

After spending more than a 
decade in prison, Omar Khadr 
says he’ll show Canadians — 
and Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper — that he’s worthy of 
their trust. 

Speaking publicly for the 
first time since his release on 
bail, the former Guantanamo 
Bay inmate thanked Canadians 
on Thursday for giving him a 
chance. 

“I will prove to them that 
I’m more than what they 
thought of me, I’ll prove to 
them that I’m a good person,” 
he said outside his lawyer’s 
home. 

“Give me a chance, see who 
I am as a person not as a name, 
and then they can make their 
own judgment after that.” 

As for the prime minis¬ 
ter, whose government has 


consistently branded him an 
unrepentant terrorist, Khadr 
said: “I’m going to have to dis¬ 
appoint him, I’m better than 
the person he thinks I am.” 

The 28-year-old had his first 
taste of freedom in almost 13 
years earlier in the day after 
an Alberta judge rejected a 
last-ditch attempt by the fed¬ 
eral government to block his 
release. 

Supporters in the courtroom 
gasped in joy and Khadr smiled 
broadly as Appeal Court Jus¬ 
tice Myra Bielby delivered her 
decision. 

The government, she said, 
had failed to prove his release 
would cause serious harm to 
Canadian interests or pose a 
risk to the public. 

“Mr. Khadr, you’re free to 
go,” she said. 

Khadr’s longtime lawyer 
Dennis Edney walked over to 
his client and whispered, “We 
done it,” as he squeezed his 
fingers. Edney’s wife, Patricia 
sobbed uncontrollably for a 
few minutes, then hugged and 
kissed her husband. 

Outside court, an emotional 


Edney said the day had been a 
long time coming as he talked 
about his client’s ordeal since 
the Americans captured him 
grievously wounded in Afghan¬ 
istan in July 2002, when he was 
15 years old.

The government, which said 
it would fight his release every 
step of the way, expressed dis¬ 
appointment at the latest turn 
of events. 

“(We) regret that a convicted 
terrorist has been allowed 


back into Canadian society 
without having served his full 
sentence,” Jeremy Laurin, a 
spokesman for Public Safety 
Minister Steven Blaney, said 
in a statement. 

As paperwork was prepared 
for Khadr’s release, which 
comes with a list of restrictions 
including wearing a tracking 
bracelet and a curfew, an emo¬ 


tional Edney stepped outside 
to denounce a federal govern¬ 
ment under Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper for showing 
no mercy. 

“Mr. Harper is a bigot,” Ed¬ 
ney said. 

“We left a Canadian child 
in Guantanamo Bay to suffer 
torture (and) we Canada partici¬ 
pated in this torture. So today’s 
a wonderful day for justice.” 

Within two hours of Bielby’s 
decision, a grinning Edney who 
had received a crash course 
in tracking bracelets left 
courthouse with Khadr for his 
first venture outside without 
guards in more than a 
decade.

Since 1975, Edmonton’s distress 
line has been on call — eveiy 
day and eveiy hour — for those 
in crisis. 

The phone line is more than 


a compassionate ear for a city 
that has nearly doubled in size 
since the service came into be¬ 
ing. The distress line also of¬ 
fers life lessons for the people 
answering the phones, say past 
and current volunteers. 

“Before, I wasn’t really aware 
of how many people were in 
crisis,” said Maiy, whose name 
has been changed to protect her 
anonymity. She volunteers for 
the line as part of her social- 
work studies at MacEwan Uni¬ 
versity. “I think being on the dis¬ 
tress line, it’s really opened my 
eyes to everything around me.” 

Mary said the line offers 


people a place to reach out 
when they’re not comfortable 
speaking with people close to 
them. 

“I think the fact we are confi¬ 
dential has a been a huge asset 
to have in the community.” 

Over 40 years, the distress 
line has seen more than 2,000 
volunteers, who’ve spent close 
to 487,000 hours of their time 
answering calls. 

Former volunteer Thomas 
— whose name has also been 
changed — said he started at 
the distress line 20 years ago 
when he was working his way 
through a degree in psychol¬ 


ogy at the University of Alberta. 

“It was certainly a life¬ 
changing experience for me. 
The skills I learned from my 
time at the distress line are ones 
that I’ll use throughout my en¬ 
tire life,” he said. 

Fast-forward to today, and 
Thomas said having the abil¬ 
ity to speak with people living 
in crisis has been a huge asset 
in his life. 

“It’s such a vital resource,” he 
said. “Just knowing that there is 
somewhere people can call 24/7 
when they need to talk is just 
something we as a community 
should be proud of.”

Post-secondaiy advocates in Al¬ 
berta say they’re entering “un¬ 
chartered waters” as the NDP 
party took power Wednesday, 
but hope a new government 
could offer more consistency 
for advanced education in the 
province. 

After seeing six different 
ministers shuffled through 
the education portfolio in 
the last four years, MacEwan 
University president David 
Atkinson said it’s too soon to 
say what the NDP government 
will mean for post-secondaiy, 


but he’s hoping they’ll start 
with more predictable funding. 

“Like every other citizen in 
Alberta, I was taken back by 
the tidal wave of support for 
the NDP,” he said Wednesday. 
“But at the same time, there is 
this quiet spot inside me that 
said I really shouldn’t have 
surprised because the signs 
had been there for a while.” 

Newly elected Rachel Notley 
campaigned on a promise to 
freeze tuition increases, keep¬ 
ing them safe from inflation 
bumps, along with reversing 
cuts to the institutions. 

“By imposing a real freeze, 
post-secondary education will 
become increasingly accessible 
and affordable for Alberta fam¬ 
ilies,” Notley told Metro during 
a recent editorial board. 

For Atkinson, the most im¬ 
portant change the NDP could 
offer advanced education is 
ensuring there is consistency 
when it comes to the govern¬ 
ment portfolio. 

“Our ministry has been a

ministry in transition for four 
years,” he said. 

“That doesn’t allow for real¬ 
ly the kind of conversation and 
discussion you need in order 
to better shape post-secondary 
education in the province. 

“Consistency would be wel¬ 
come.” 

University of Alberta stu¬ 
dent union president Navneet 
Khinda said it’s been difficult 
for advocates to build relation¬ 
ships with the government 
because of the constant cab¬ 
inet shuffle. 

“I’m looking forward to sta¬ 
bility and consistency, if that’s 
what to come,” she said. “We 
can only hope.”

Galleria Project setting up trust

The uncertainty of the pro¬ 
posed Galleria Project, which 
currently lacks crucial provin¬ 
cial funding, has not stopped 
its backers from moving 
ahead with another key piece 
— a cultural trust for the arts. 

The Galleria Foundation 
unveiled a board and execu¬ 
tive director for the proposed 
trust in a press release on 
Thursday. 

The Project, a complex of 
four theatres, commercial 
space and a new home for 
the University of Alberta’s 
arts faculty has been in limbo. 


The school’s move to the 
Project would have to be 
funded through the provin¬ 
cial government, which was 
unwilling to commit. 

The long-term vision for the 
Project is that it would create 
a cultural trust from the rent 
the school and commercial 
tenants pay, which could be 
used to fund the arts. 

ATB Financial head Dave 
Mowat, will be the new chair 
of the trust and said it has a 
huge potential. 

“Over a long period of time 
you can create a pretty sub¬ 
stantial flow of funds to sup¬ 
port the arts community,” 
he said. 

John Mahon, the trusts new 
executive director, said even 


while the Galleria remains up 
in the air, it’s important to 
move ahead with the trust. 

“Obviously until there 
is funding coming into the 
trust from the Galleria Pro¬ 
ject, what we need to work 
on is mostly the structure,” 
he said. 

Mahon added the change 
in government could allow 
for the project to move ahead 
and for now, they’re remain¬ 
ing optimistic. 

“With a new government, 
we don’t know what their 
policy or attitude towards 
post-secondary will be, but it 
seems from what they’re say¬ 
ing that it’s positive,” he said. 

“There is no reason not to 
have hope.”

Brittany Pitruniak wants the 
universal transit pass for post- 
secondary students to be offered 
to those who live in Parkland 
County. 

Four years of trekking from 
Spruce Grove to Edmonton for 
school is motivating her. 


Although fresh into the role 
of MacEwan University Stu¬ 
dents’ Association president, 
Pitruniak wants to remove the 
“barriers” that 
may prevent 
rural students 
from getting a 
post-secondary 
education by 
extending the 
geographical 
boundaries of 
the U-Pass. 

“It’s easier to 
live at home... 
and if you can 
save on not driving, then why 
not?” 

Depending on the post-sec- 
ondaiy school in the city, most 
students have to pay for a U-Pass 


as part of their tuition. If they 
live outside the City of Edmon¬ 
ton, St. Albert or Strathcona 
county, however, they can’t use 
the pass until 
within those 
areas. 

The Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta 
currently sub¬ 
sidizes the U- 
Pass for its stu¬ 
dents. 

The City of 
Edmonton and 
regional part¬ 
ners share rev¬ 
enue based on ridership num¬ 
bers, something that has to also 
be taken in account when flesh¬ 
ing out a U-Pass agreement. 

City administrators say a deal 


between Spruce Grove couldn’t 
happen before September 2016, 
which is when the current con¬ 
tract between the schools in the 
city expires. 

But there’s a chance Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan, Leduc County and 
Spruce Grove could be part of 
the next round of U-Pass delib¬ 
erations, says Ken Koropeski, 
director of special projects with 
Edmonton Transit. 

“We’re just starting to have 
the discussions,” he said. “That 
is being considered.” 

Pitruniak is also hoping 
Leduc County will also be part 
of the revised agreement, but is 
happy to go one step at a time. 

“If you start with one and it 
becomes successful, why lose 
momentum?”

Edmonton in midst 
of fair-trade boom 


That cup of coffee you’re hav¬ 
ing? It may very well be fair 
trade. 

Edmonton is said to be Can¬ 
ada’s second-most populous 
certified fair-trade city after 
Toronto, with more than 40 
restaurants and cafes and 80 
stores and businesses offering 
fair-trade coffee, tea, giftware, 
jewelry and clothing. 

Saturday is World Fair Trade 
Day, and Fair Trade Edmonton 
is hosting an awareness day 
and a screening and panel 
discussion on The Dark Side 
of Chocolate, which highlights 
unethical child-labour practi¬ 
ces in African cocoa-producing 
countries. 

“We don’t realize the power 
we have as consumers. Buy¬ 
ing fair trade changes the 
world we live in,” said Andrew 
Gillese, Fair Trade Edmonton 
co-ordinator. 

Fair trade means fair wages, 
fair labour and environmental 
sustainability for workers in 
developing countries, accord¬ 
ing to Gillese. 

It promotes a different way 
to do business that makes 
“fairness and decency mean 


something in the market¬ 
place.” 

A growing list of city cafes, 
stores, grocers, businesses and 
churches have signed on as 
fair-trade partners, selling two 
or more fair-trade products. 

Even MacEwan University, 
the City of Edmonton and the 
University of Alberta are sup¬ 
portive of the movement, and 
you’ll find fair-trade certified 
goods not just at independent 
spots like Sugar Bowl, Good 
Earth Cafe and Planet Organic, 
but also at A&W, Sobeys and 
Costco. 

The Edmonton Folk Festival 
has likewise long been part of 
the fair-trade movement with 
its food vendors and T-shirts. 

Ten Thousand Villages on 
Whyte Avenue sells only fair¬ 
trade goods, providing a mar¬ 
ket for what manager Roberta 
Taylor calls the developing 
world’s “most vulnerable art¬ 
ists. Some people just love 
what we carry, but others seek 
out ethically made products,” 
she said.

A handful of city groups are 
hoping to redefine black gold 
as they hock bags of compost 
just in time for gardening sea¬ 
son. 

For the last 15 years, local 
Girl Guides, scout groups and 
animal rescues have peddled 
piles of compost throughout 
Edmonton to raise money for 
their causes. 

Last year alone, the com¬ 
post piled $64,000 into these 
organizations, all while teach¬ 
ing Edmontonians the benefit 
of using the nutrient-rich “soil 
conditioner” in their garden.

Rescue said the fundraiser of¬ 
fers gardeners a chance to 
enrich their soil with a local 
product. 

“A lot of people want that 


natural, local (product) rather 
than going to the garden cen¬ 
tre,” she said. 

As a gardener, Parragh 
knows first-hand the benefit 


of mixing compost to enhance 
her summer bounty. While it’s 
not easy cash — each group 
receives two dump-truck loads 
of the loot to shovel into more 
than 500 bags — it is profitable. 

Last year, Parragh said the 
team earned around $4,000, 
and it is looking to raise the 
same amount this year. 

“That’s a big amount for 
little rescues,” she said. 

Fundraiser organizer Van¬ 
essa Castro said along with 
selling a product, the campaign 
encourages people to give back 
to their community by cutting 
back on organics that would 
otherwise head to a landfill. 

“The compost fundraiser 
event helps educate our local 
community about compost,” 
she said. “Composting greatly 
reduces the waste going to 
landfill and thus helps reduce 
greenhouse gases being re¬ 
leased into the environment.” 

The compost sale kicks off 
Saturday at 9 a.m. at locations 
across the city. For more de¬ 
tails, head to cleanitgreenit.

Party insiders 
say changes 
began months, 
even years ago

For Adrienne King, the first tea 
leaves to the history-making 
win started showing up months 
ago in Calgary. 

The party long had a strong 
presence in Edmonton, but 
since the 1980s hasn’t won a 
seat in southern Alberta. 

“It was a cold night in 
Januaiy and we had 75 to 100 
people packed into this pub, 
really excited to see Rachel,” 
said King, Rachel Notley’s chief 
of staff, who also worked for 
the party under former leader 
Brian Mason. 

“That was the start of feel¬ 
ing like something is changing 
out there.” 

Another tea leaf was money. 
Brian Stokes, the party’s prov¬ 
incial secretary, said the party’s 
first quarter financial results 
showed him they would be 
prepared to fight. 

“It was over $400,000, which 
compared to the PCs is not a 
lot, but it was far and away our 
strongest first quarter ever,” 
said Stokes. 

He said the amount of 


money was almost less im¬ 
portant than where it was com¬ 
ing from — donors who had 
never before written the party 
a cheque suddenly opened 
their wallets. 

King said when the election 
started the party took advan¬ 
tage of voter fatigue with the 
PC Party. They knew, she said, 
that the party had to present 
a credible alternative, rather 
than just a louder opposition. 

“Politics is about emotion,” 
she said. “Politics is about 
anger. Politics is about fear 
Politics is about hope ... But 
you can’t give people hope if 
you can’t tell them there is 
actually a way to make things 
better.”

She said the need to present 
a credible alternative was why 
it was important the campaign 
visited eveiy corner of the prov¬ 
ince and had MLAs in every 
riding. 

“We planned to be every¬ 
where and we were determined 
we would run a campaign to 
form government.” 

Notley’s convincing debate 
win is marked by many as a 


turning point; not just a high 
mark for the NDP, but the start 
of a downward slide for the 
Tories. 

For King, it was the tensest 
moment of the campaign. 

“The high point of anxiety 
was when I left Rachel at the 
podium and said ‘You’re going 
to be great,”’ said King. 

She said she knew Not¬ 
ley was prepared, but didn’t 
know what the other parties 


might do. 

Stokes said that getting 
NDP voters to the polls was 
the party’s final concern. The 
party held a huge lead in voters 
under 35, but this demographic 
can be the most unreliable on 
election day. 

Making sure those people 
voted became a special focus, 
Stokes said, and they went on¬ 
line where those people are to 
make sure it happened. 


“We used graphics and 
memes and stuff and we used 
a lot of humour as a way to 
reach out to people,” he said. 

King was at the jubilant 
NDP headquarters in Edmon¬ 
ton when the results started 
to roll in. 

“We had our eyes on most 
of those places — there were 
a few places where we were 
more surprised, but generally 
we knew it was possible.”

Supporters of the party’s 
surge have been known to cart 
cans of Crush to rallies. 

Officially, the company be¬ 
hind Crush, Canada Diy Mott’s, 
said it has no political affiliation. 

But Mohammed El Hazzouri, 
an assistant professor of mar¬ 
keting at Mount Royal Uni¬ 
versity, said there really is the 
potential for some NDP faith¬ 
ful to develop a craving for 
Orange Crush. 

“There might be an asso¬ 
ciation between the fact that 
she (Notley) is cool, she’s hip, 
she’s promoting change,” El 
Hazzouri said. 

Still, El Hazzouri cautioned 
that marketing is a tricky game 
and just four in 10 Albertans 
actually marked an X next to 
their riding’s NDP candidate 
on election day. 

“‘I’m never going to drink 
Orange Crush again,’ — some 
people would say that,” he said.

ter Chris Alexander made the 
announcement on Thursday at 
Montreal’s Pierre Elliott Tmdeau 
International Airport. 

The measures were included 
in the Conservatives’ budget bill, 
which was introduced Thursday. 

Blaney and Alexander also said 
people who have their passports 
revoked or cancelled will have 
to wait 10 years before applying 
for another. 

The ministers added that the 
changes would allow Federal 
Court justices who preside over 
passport proceedings to protect 
information from being disclosed 
but to be able to use that informa¬ 
tion in reaching their decisions. 

Alexander said the govern¬ 
ment is sending a “veiy strong 
message.” 

“We won’t allow the Canadian 
passport to be used as a tool by 
terrorists to carry out unspeak¬ 
able acts of violence, criminal 
acts, and Canada will not tolerate 
this type of behaviour,” he told a 
news conference at the airport.

Pierre Karl Peladeau, who 
owns the majority of voting 
shares in Quebecor, hasn’t been 
involved in the governance 
of the company for “months 
and months,” said Pierre Dion, 
president and CEO of the media 
conglomerate.

Finishing high

For nearly 13 years, in between 
interrogation sessions and work¬ 
ing in prison factories, Omar 
Khadr has been hying to learn 
beyond his Grade 8 education. 

Khadr, now 28, has always 
known the day would come 
when he would finally leave 
prison and have to adjust to 
eveiyday life. 

While governments, circum¬ 
stance and his parents, each in 
their own way, failed Khadr, 
strangers stepped into the void 
to help educate him. 

Nine Alberta university pro¬ 
fessors, most of them from The 
King’s University in Edmonton, 
have spent years visiting Khadr 
in prison, and tutoring him. Since 
Khadr was transferred to Alberta 
in May 2013, the professors have 
worked with him at least once 
a week. 

There were also those who 
offered Khadr a schooling of an¬ 
other land—not in books but in 
the benefits of socializing. These 
socially adept university students 
and recent graduates wrote him 
letters and visited him in prison. 


Restrictions on bail 

Omar Khadr has been re¬ 
leased on $5,000 bail. His 
conditions include: 

• Must wear an electronic 
monitoring device. 

• Must live with his lawyer 
Dennis Edney. 

• Must observe a nightly 
curfew from 10 p.m. to 7 a.m. 

• Cannot leave Alberta with¬ 
out prior approval, except to 
visit Edneys' vacation home.

them. She began the website six 
years ago to keep Khadr’s name 
circulating. 

“Omar has such a support 
community. I could probably 
say with certainty most inmates 
don’t have this,” says Abougoush. 
This past Christmas, Khadr re¬ 
ceived 500 letters from support¬ 
ers — some as far away as China. 

Khadr’s supporters come from 
different faiths and cultures. They 
have all become his safety net, 
supporting his lawyer Dennis 
Edney and his wife Patricia. The 
Edneys are taking Khadr into 
their home after his release. 

The King’s University is a 
small, close-knit Christian school 
of about 750 students. The cam¬ 
pus is nestled among bungalows 
and big-box stores. The school 
preaches mutual encouragement, 


openness and respect, and the 
importance of practising the 
“growth and maturity” of Chris¬ 
tianity in everyday life. 

King’s English professor 
Arlette Zinck got involved with 
the Khadr story in the fall of2008 
after Edney addressed students 
at a conference titled Invisible 
Human Dignity. 

Edney’s comments struck a 
chord with Zinck. Her students 
told her they wanted to help and 
they organized into two groups. 
One group decided to hold a con¬ 
ference about Khadr’s case at the 
Winspear Centre, the main con¬ 
cert hall in downtown Edmon¬ 
ton. The other group began to 
write to Khadr, which eventually 
led to lessons, created and taught 
by Zinck and others. 

Zinck first met Khadr at Camp 


Echo, the infamous Guantanamo 
Bay detainment camp in Cuba. 

Zinck decided to give Khadr 
an integrated education that 
combined lessons in math, sci¬ 
ence and literature with Can¬ 
adian novels that represented 
the nation. 

To date, he has completed his 
Grade 12 social studies course, 
has just written his Grade 12 
English exam and is about to 
begin Grade 12 math. 

Khadr’s favourite novel is 
Peace Shall Destroy Many by 
Rudy Wiebe, about Mennonite 
Canadians on the Prairie who 
wrestle with tradition and con- 
temporaiy circumstances. 

Khadr will want to finish his 
high school credits and then can 
apply to university.

Changes 
allow for 
greater 
spending 

Federal parties and their candi¬ 
dates will be eligible to spend 
millions of taxpayer-subsidized 
dollars to contest three feder¬ 
al byelections, thanks to rule 
changes enacted last year in the 
government’s controversial Fair 
Elections Act. 

And the governing Conserva¬ 
tives appear best positioned to 
reap the benefits of the unfore¬ 
seen spending-room bonanza, 
which comes courtesy of a little- 
debated provision in the election 
bill. The rule change allows indi¬ 
vidual candidates — and national 
parties — to inflate their spend¬ 
ing cap by a pro-rated amount 
whenever a campaign extends 
beyond the 37-day minimum. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er announced Sunday that byelec¬ 
tions have begun in three vacant 
Ontario ridings — but that vot¬ 
ing day for the three isn’t until 
Oct. 19, the likely date of a full 
general election. 

The resulting 169-day cam¬ 
paigns mean that byelection can¬ 
didates in Ottawa West-Nepean, 
Peterborough and Sudbuiy col¬ 
lectively can spend into the mil¬ 
lions.

A growing number of Can¬ 
adian children and youth are 
seeking help for mental health 
disorders at hospital emer¬ 
gency rooms and more are 
ending up being admitted for 
treatment, researchers say, 
suggesting that young people 
may be having difficulties ac¬ 
cessing community-based ser¬ 
vices. 

In a report released Thurs¬ 
day, the Canadian Institute 
for Health Information (CIHI) 
shows ER visits for mental 
health issues among Can¬ 
adians aged five to 24 jumped 
45 per cent between 2006-2007 
and 2013-2014. 

Over the same seven-year 
period, rates of in-patient hos¬ 
pitalizations that involved at 
least one overnight stay rose 
37 per cent for this age group. 

The study found that the

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron’s Conservative Party fared 
much better than expected, an 
exit poll projected, suggesting 
it is within touching distance 


of forming a new government. 

The opposition Labour Party 
of Ed Miliband took a beating, 
according to the poll, much of it 
due to the rise of the separatist 
Scottish National Party. 

Cameron’s coalition partner, 
the Liberal Democrat Party, 
was expected to lose most of 
its seats. 

If no party wins outright, it 
may take days or weeks of ne¬ 
gotiation to forge a workable 
government. 

The carefully stage-managed 
campaign lacked impromptu 
drama. But television debate ap¬ 
pearances in which the public 
put questions directly to the pol¬ 
iticians made plain that many 


distrust promises to safeguard 
the economy, protect the Na¬ 
tional Health Service from se¬ 
vere cutbacks and control the 
number of migrants from the 
European Union.

UN slowed abuse 
claim: Prosecutor 


The “UN hierarchy” rejected 
French efforts to hear from 
the author of a UN report al¬ 
leging that French soldiers 
sexually abused four children 
in the Central African Repub¬ 
lic, the Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice said Thursday. 

The revelation accompan¬ 
ied word that French author¬ 
ities had opened a formal ju¬ 
dicial inquiry into the case 
that the Paris prosecutors’ 
office knew about in July, but 
was made public only last 
week following a report in 
the British newspaper the 
Guardian. Independent judges 
will now take over the case 
from the prosecutor’s office, 
an acknowledgment of the 
seriousness and complexity 
of the accusations that have 
sparked international dismay 
and led to the suspension of 
a UN official who leaked the 
abuse claims. 

The prosecutor’s office said 


UN officials twice rejected 
French efforts to speak with 
the report’s author, though 
she was willing to talk with 
them in Paris. The report’s 
author said she spoke with six 
children, four who said they 
were abused and two others 
who said they witnessed the 
abuse. 

“The UN hierarchy refused 
this questioning, however, 
indicating that the function¬ 
ary benefited from immunity 
that had to be lifted before 
any questioning,” the pros¬ 
ecutor’s office said in a state¬ 
ment. The report’s author was 
not identified. 

The statement also cited a 
total of more than six months 
of delays in French investiga¬ 
tors’ efforts to get answers 
from her, which finally re¬ 
sulted in written responses re¬ 
ceived on April 29 and in turn 
led to the probe announced 
Thursday, the associated press

Italian navy finds 
capsized snip 


Italian navy ships on Thurs¬ 
day located what is believed 
to be the fishing boat that 
capsized April 18 with an es¬ 
timated 800 migrants aboard, 
a tragedy that spurred Italy 
and Europe into a new round 
of soul-searching over how to 
cope with the record waves 
of migrants coming ashore 
from Libya. 

Using sonar and a subma¬ 
rine, the navy said Thurs¬ 
day it had located a blue, 
25-metre vessel matching the 
description of the doomed 
boat about 135 kilometres 
northeast of the Libyan coast. 
It was resting on the sea¬ 
bed at a depth of around 375 
metres, a statement said. 


A navy official said the 
boat could be raised at such 
depths, but that any decision 
to do so rested with Sicil¬ 
ian prosecutors who are con¬ 
ducting the criminal inves¬ 
tigation into the deaths and 
requested the navy try to 
locate the wreck. 

Survivors reported that up 
to 800 people were locked 
into two levels of the hold 
by the smugglers. The boat 
capsized when its captain 
mistakenly rammed it into 
the freighter that had come 
to its rescue. It was further 
destabilized when the mi¬ 
grants on deck then rushed 
to one side hoping to get off

Collecting records 
was illegal: Court

Congress 
must balance 
privacy with 
security 

The unprecedented and un¬ 
warranted bulk collection of 
Americans’ phone records by 
the government is illegal be¬ 
cause it wasn’t authorized by 
Congress, a federal appeals 
court said Thursday as it asked 
legislators to decide how to 
balance national security and 
privacy interests. 


The National Security 
Agency’s collection and storage 
of U.S. landline calling records 

— times, dates and numbers 
but not content of the calls 

— was the most controver¬ 
sial program among many dis¬ 
closed in 2013 by former NSA 
systems administrator Edward 
Snowden. Some NSA officials 
opposed the program, and in¬ 
dependent evaluations have 
found it of limited value as a 
counterterrorism tool. Snow¬ 
den remains exiled in Russia. 

On Thursday, a three-judge 
panel of a Court of Appeals 
in Manhattan permitted the 
NSA to continue temporarily 


as it exists, but all but pleaded 
for Congress to better define 
where boundaries exist. 

“In light of the asserted 
national security interests at 
stake, we deem it prudent to 
pause to allow an opportunity 
for debate in Congress that 
may (or may not) profoundly 
alter the legal landscape,” said 
the opinion written by Judge 
Gerald Lynch. 

A lower court judge in De¬ 
cember tossed out an American 
Civil Liberties Union lawsuit, 
saying the program was a ne- 
cessaiy extension to security 
taken after the 2001 terror 
attacks, the associated press

Zoo names monkey 
after British princess 


CHARLOTTE 

Japanese zoo 
apologizes; 
seeks advice 
from British 

A Japanese zoo has apologized 
after being criticized for nam¬ 
ing a baby monkey Charlotte, 
the name of the newborn Brit¬ 
ish princess. 

The Talcasakiyama Natural 
Zoological Garden said Thurs¬ 
day it was considering renam¬ 
ing the macaque. It was flooded 
with angry calls and emails 
Wednesday after announcing 
the name for its first monkey 
born this year, a tradition at 
the zoo run by the southern 
city of Oita. 

Charlotte was the favourite 
in a public ballot, receiving 59 
out of 853 votes in the count¬ 
ing, conducted after the female 
monkey was born Wednesday. 

Votes for Charlotte surged 


after the British princess was 
named Monday and topped the 
ballot in the last three days of 
voting, which ran from March 
27 to May 6. 

Many critics said giving the 
princess’ name to a monkey 
was disrespectful to British 
royals. According to zoo of¬ 
ficial Akira Asano, some said 
the Japanese people would feel 
offended if a monkey were 
named after Japanese prin¬ 
cesses. 

The complaints originated 
in Japan. Asano said he was not 
aware of any complaints from 
British citizens. He said the zoo 
has also received support for 
Charlotte, and the views are 
now largely divided. 

Officials at the zoo and the 
city were still discussing what 
to do with the monkey’s name. 
The zoo now plans to seek ad¬ 
vice from the British Embassy 
before making a final decision, 
Kyodo News agency reported. 

The embassy declined to 
comment, the associated press

Nude pics problem 
for Miss Zimbabwe 


Last year, Miss Zimbabwe quit 
after photographs of the beauty 
queen posing naked emerged 
on social media. This year’s 
Miss Zimbabwe faces a simi¬ 
lar scandal. 

Organizers of the Miss Zim¬ 
babwe pageant said they are 
investigating 25-year-old Emily 
Kachote two weeks into her 
reign after photos that alleged¬ 
ly show her nude appeared on 
the Internet. 

Kachote, who would rep¬ 
resent Zimbabwe at the Miss 
World finals later this year, will 
be dethroned if the photos are 
authentic, pageant spokesman 
Tendai Chirau said this week. 

The contestants signed con¬ 
tracts declaring they had never 
posed nude before the pageant 
and that, in the event of win¬ 
ning the crown, they would not 
pose naked during the yearlong 
tenure as Miss Zimbabwe. 

Kachote told H Metro, a Zim¬ 
babwean tabloid newspaper, 
that she suspected “these pic¬ 
tures” would emerge but “it 
happened a long time ago.” 

She referred to a date with a 
man whose home she visited, 
saying: “We had some drinks 
and I had no control over eveiy-

thing that happened that night. 
I no longer have anything to 
do with the guy.” 

Some people in Zimbabwe 
sympathize with Kachote, 
saying those who leak nude 
photos in such cases deserve 
criticism. 

“This is another form of 
abuse. Everyone is entitled 
to privacy and imagine the 
trauma she could be going 
through,” Zimbabwe’s Her¬ 
ald newspaper quoted musi¬ 
cian Albert Nyathi as saying. 

“Women are abused a lot in 
Zimbabwe and it’s high time it 
should stop,” he added.

Loss of partner 
raises question 
ofhowsoonto 
return to work 

What happened to Sheryl 
Sandberg could happen to any¬ 
one: the woman who wrote 
the book on balancing career 
and family will have to figure 
out how soon she will return 
to her high-profile job follow¬ 
ing the unexpected death of 
her husband. 

In the book Lean In, the 
Facebook chief operating of¬ 
ficer wrote that marriage is 
“the biggest career decision” a 
person can make and implored 
women who want to move up 
the corporate ladder to settle 
with someone who wants to do 


his share in the home. 

Now, Sandberg faces the 
prospect of raising two young 
children and continuing in a 
high-flying tech career without 
David Goldberg, her husband 
of 11 years who she often cred¬ 
its with providing the support 
that was necessary for her to 
succeed both personally and 
professionally. 

“Dave was my rock,” Sand¬ 
berg wrote in a Facebook trib¬ 
ute Tuesday after the funeral 
of David Goldberg, who died 
in a treadmill accident while 
vacationing in Mexico. 

Sandberg has not made pub¬ 
lic her plans on returning to 
Facebook, but the decision she 
faces highlights a question 
that the average worker is not 
prepared to consider until a 
similar tragedy strikes: how 
soon is too soon to return to 
work after losing a partner, 


parent or child? 

For those who can, experts 
recommend taking time off. 

Karissa Thacker, a work¬ 
place psychologist who has 
consulted for companies such 
as Ford, UPS and Best Buy, 
said she thinks Sandberg will 
“certainly Lean In” and ne¬ 
gotiate how much time she 
needs for herself during this 
difficult time. 

As the No. 2 executive at 
Facebook (one of the Top 20 
best places to work in 2015, 
according to Glassdoor), she 
is in a position to do so. But 
other workers in less high- 
profile jobs may also be af¬ 
forded more time. 

Many workers find it dif¬ 
ficult to jump back into the 
demands of their daily work¬ 
load once they’re back at the 
office. Experts suggest a slow 
return to work, even going 
part-time for a while, if pos¬ 
sible. And they say everyone 
from the employers to the 
workers themselves should 
be flexible.

McDonald’s brings 
kale to Canada 


Canadian McDonald’s outlets 
are now serving up new sal¬ 
ads featuring an unexpected 
ingredient from the struggling 
fast-food giant: Kale. 

The world’s biggest burger 
chain, in a battle to reinvent 
itself, introduced three salads 
in Canada on Thursday with 
trendy kale as an ingredient. 

The nutrient-rich green has 
seen a surge in popularity in 
recent years as health-con¬ 
scious consumers have eaten 
leafy kale in salads, smooth¬ 
ies and even baked as chips. 

Chris Foong, an analyst 
with research firm Datassen- 
tial, said in an email that the 
number of dining establish¬ 
ments in Canada with kale 
on the menu increased more 
than six-fold between 2010 
and 2014, to nine per cent 
of all restaurants across the 
country. 

The vegetable is even ref¬ 
erenced in Beyonce’s music 
video for last year’s “7/11” 


single, in which the singer 
wears a sweater emblazoned 
with the word “Kale” while 
dancing on a hotel balcony. 

McDonald’s is introducing 
kale at precisely the right time 
as its moment of pop-culture 
relevance seems to be at its 
peak, said Armida Ascano of 
Toronto-based research firm 
Trend Hunter. 

If the company had released 
kale options when the vege¬ 
table was only popular on 
food blogs and social media, 
she said, they would have run 
the risk of intimidating their 
existing customers for the 
sake of impressing those who 
already choose not to eat at 
McDonald’s. 

McDonald’s is shifting strat¬ 
egies under new CEO Steve 
Easterbroolc, who took over 
the top job March 1 and has 
said he wants to turn the 
chain into a “modern, pro¬ 
gressive burger company.”

Thousands of students across 
Ontario missed out on school 
this week when their parents 
kept them home in protest of 
the province’s new sex-ed cur¬ 
riculum. The updated lesson 
plans touch on things (no pun 
intended) like gender identity, 
anal sex and the potential dan¬ 
gers of sexting.

Finding joy in every 
day: My mother's 
love is in the details 



It's the week before Mother's 
Day, and I get a parcel in the 
mail. 

I don't have kids. 

I have a mum to whom 
Canada Post owes heartfelt 
gratitude for the money she 
continues to spend on post¬ 
age. A mum with a talent for 
what I call "small-ities" — tiny 
gestures, short notes, little 
kindnesses. 

This time the parcel 
consists of a hand-me-down 
book of poetry, a clipping 
from the Victoria Times- 
Colonist newspaper and a 
postcard bearing the image 
of an elephant, dressed as 
a scientist, gawking at the 
explosion he's just created. 

"There's bound to be the 
odd explosion," mum writes 
in her larger, rounded script, 
responding to a recent con¬ 
versation where I had some 
complaining to do about life. 

Many people live in the 
anticipation, or the wake, of 
these explosions. Some, like 
my mum, live more in the 
joyous details of a day, and 
they make things nicer for the 
rest of us. 

Each time she sends me 
mail — at least a monthly 
occurrence — I feel surprised, 
loved, comforted and guilty. 

It's not just that I send com¬ 
paratively few sweet notes 
and, in this case, have as yet 
put nothing in the mail for 
Mother's Day. It's that I'll never 
be as thoughtful as she is. 

For every person she 
knows tangentially who has 
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a new baby, there is a book. 
For every friend she walks 
dogs with, a birthday jar of 
jam. In the spring, she always 
left potted hyacinths in our 
bedrooms, and their perfume 
reminds me of the way she 
eschewed fancy pots and 
placed the plants, instead, on 
a random saucer. 

Her gestures aren't 
expensive. They often come 
in reused wrapping paper. 
Sometimes she finds them 
washed up on the beach. 
They might be a batch of 
"everything cookies" —made 
of coconut, chocolate chips, 
raisins and oats. 

If she had to make an ef¬ 
fort to be this way, it would 
be exhausting. But this is no 
practice of mindfulness. No 
trick from a self-help book. 
She is like the little songbirds 
she loves so much, who go 
about eating seeds and dart¬ 
ing between trees without 
over-thinking it. 

The other morning, she 
was distracted while playing 
tennis by a large heron flying 
into a nearby tree to wrestle 
away dead branches for his 
nest. 

"He must have been a 
good 20 or 30 minutes, the 
poor bird, trying to get twigs," 
she said. 

Every time I manage to 
hear a bird chirp above the 
nattering in my own head, I'm 
reminded of her. Sometimes 
I even try to be more grateful 
for — and attentive to — the 
small kindnesses of life.

Hollywood has 
been slow to 
make female 
bonding fodder 
for comedy

This weekend Reese Wither¬ 
spoon and Sofia Vergara play a 
by-the-boolc cop and the widow 
of a drug boss in the comedy 
Hot Pursuit. The unlikely duo hit 
the road, teaming up to outrun 
crooked cops and a murderous 
cartel. “Right now we can’t trust 
anyone but each other,” says 
Reese as they crack wise and 
dodge bullets. 

It’s a movie that follows in 
the long tradition of Hollywood 
buddy comedies. 

There’s an argument to be 
made that Abbott and Costello 
or Laurel and Hardy originat¬ 
ed buddy comedies long before 
Jack Lemmon and Tony Curtis 
donned dresses and camped it 
up in 1959’s Some Like It Hot. 

For my money, however, the 
Billy Wilder film about two 
musicians who witness the 
St. Valentine’s Day Massacre 
and flee the state disguised as 
women set the template for the 
modem buddy movie. 

The basic formula is there 
— colliding personalities, gibes 
and comic conflict between 


the two actors — but more 
important than any of that 
is the chemistiy between 
Lemmon and Curtis. Even 
though every buddy picture 
relies on tension between the 
leads, sparks also have to fly 
between them or the whole 
thing will fall flat. 

Brett Ratner, director of Rush 
Hour 1,2 and 3 — which paired 
Owen Wilson and Jackie Chan to 
great effect — calls interesting 
chemistiy between actors “an 
explosion in a bottle” and says 
it’s cmcial to the success of any 
buddy pic. 

Since Some Like It Hot, pro¬ 
ducers have paired up a laundiy 
list of actors searching for the 
perfect mix. Lemmon and Walter 
Matthau were the journeymen 
of the genre, co-starring in six 
buddy pictures ranging from 
the sublime — The Odd Couple, 
which features the classic buddy 
picture one-liner, “I’m a neurotic 
nut, but you’re crazy,” — to the 
ridiculous — Grumpier Old Men. 

The female buddy comedy is 
a more elusive beast. Recently 
Melissa McCarthy and Sandra 
Bullock teamed as a tough-talk¬ 
ing street cop and uptight, lone 
wolf FBI agent to bring down a 
murderous dmg dealer in The 
Heat. And in the 1980s, Bette 
Midler was the Queen of the 
form, pairing off with Shelley 
Long for Outrageous Fortune 
and with Lily Tomlin for Big 
Business in which both stars 
played dual roles, making it a 
buddy comedy times two. “Two’s 
company. Four’s a riot,” read the 
movie tagline. 

There are others, dating back 
to 1937’s Stage Door, but there 


is no debating that Hollywood 
has been slow to feature female 
bonding as a subject of buddy 
movies. It’s wild that there are 
two man-and-his-dog buddy mov¬ 
ies — Turner and Hooch and I<9 
— but so few featuring women. 
Despite the box office success of 


several female buddy comed¬ 
ies, sequels have been as rare as 
hen’s teeth. For instance, Vulture, 
com points out that of the duel¬ 
ling buddy comedies released on 
April 25, 2008 — Tina Fey and 
Amy Poehler’s Baby Mama and 
Harold & Kumar Escape from 


Guantanamo Bay—Fey and com¬ 
pany grossed $60 million, while 
Harold and friends made $38 mil¬ 
lion and yet the guys laughed all 
the way to another sequel while 
Baby Mama remains a one-off. 

Hollywood is finally warming 
to the idea of female-driven com¬ 


edies, so perhaps this weekend 
Witherspoon and the highest 
paid woman on television can 
generate enough dough to war¬ 
rant another team-up. 

In the movie biz, money usu¬ 
ally speaks louder than anything, 
including gender.

He’s made a name for himself on 
Kroll Show, Parks and Recreation 
and The League for off-the-wall, 
outlandish comedy characters, 
but Nick Kroll has something 
new in mind for Adult Beginners, 
a comedy—about a washed-up 
entrepreneur (Kroll) who crashes 
with his sister (Rose Byrne) after 
his life implodes — with a ser¬ 
ious side.

You 
could go toward a big, sort of 
broad “it’s the manny!” thing. 
But Vin Diesel in The Pacifier 
kind of ruined that for us. I

pretty quickly knew that I 
wasn’t interested in that kind 
of movie, and when I started 
talking to Mark Duplass about 


it — and the way he comes 
at the projects he makes — it 
just felt like this could be a 
really grounded, real stoiy. 
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And then when we met with 
Liz Flahive and Jeff Cox, who 
wrote the script, who have a 
3-year-old son and also just 
gave birth to a kid literally 
right before we started produc¬ 
tion, there’s just so much to 
work with. I hope the movie’s 
funny and I hope the movie’s 
dramatic and works, but you 
didn’t need to do a lot of leg- 
work on either side to make it 
feel resonant. Our feeling was 
don’t push either, let eveiy- 
thing happen as realistically as 
it can, and the drama will be 
there and the comedy will be 
there. Also, then, getting guys 
like Bobby Cannavale who 
as an actor is always going 
to play things real while also 
comedic, it made us tiy to ap¬ 
proach the stoiy as real to the 
relationships as possible. 

Does having a TV back¬ 
ground help? 

Liz, who has been working on 
Nurse Jackie for a long time 
and is now running it, I think, 
was also a playwright. And 
Jeff, her husband — he and his 


brother wrote Blades of Gloiy, 
so you knew that you were 
playing with both. You knew 
that you had people who were 
really grounded and were also 
going to write funny stuff, 
funny details. 

And the supporting cast in 
this has some prime comedy 
talent. 

We luckily peppered it with 
talent. Obviously at the core 
it’s me, Rose and Bobby and 
the changing alliances with all 
that. But then eveiy scene is 
peppered with an all-star. We 
start with Joel (McHale), we 
come back to him and we get 
(Jason) Mantzoulcas, we’ve got 
Josh Charles, Jane (Kralcowski), 
Julie White, Celia Weston — 
eveiy scene has this other ele¬ 
ment that comes in to ruffle 
feathers. 

Doing a climactic scene 
waist-deep in water has got to 
be a challenge. 

And no joke, the heater was 
not working. And it was eight 
degrees outside and snowing.

Yoko Ono designs 
cup collection 


Wearing big, round glasses and 
layers of colourful bangles, Iris 
Apfel haggles for deals at thrift 
stores. 

It’s the recurring scene in the 
new documentaiy, Iris, about 
the now 93-year-old New York 
fashion icon. The film will be 
screened across Canada this 
month. 

The natty nonagenarian 
talked to Metro about her 
style. 

What do you think of today’s 
Instagram and YouTube style 
icons? 

I don’t know much about it. 
Technologically, I live in the 
17th centuiy and I don’t do 
computer and I don’t do Inter¬ 
net, so I really don’t know. But 
I did a program for YouTube 
when I was in California and 
what I saw when I was there 
was a little bit frightening. Not 
my idea of what style icons 
should be. 

What styles do you think will 
last until the end of time? 

There is no one style that will 
last until the end of time. 

Style is a veiy personal thing. 

It has to be part of the person 
who is stylish. It’s a huge mis¬ 
take looking for some sort of 
universal style. It’s fashion, 
but style is quite different. 
Style is an attitude, an expres¬ 
sion of one’s personality, and 
it can’t be a one-size-fits-all 
kind of thing, in my view. 

Any trends you’re not big on? 

I don’t follow trends. I think 
they’re foolish. I mean, if 
trends work for you, then 
great. The fashion press, 
they’re veiy dictatorial — you 
must have this, this is in, this 
is out, the 10 things you have 
to have this season. I mean, 
you don’t have to have any¬ 
thing this season if it doesn’t 
suit you. And you have to have 
the ability to choose what 
suits you if you want to look 
interesting and not just follow 


the herd and look like one of 
the sheep. 

Do you have any advice on 
how one can establish or dis¬ 
cover an individual style? 

You have to work at it. A lot 
of people don’t want to do 
it. They want instant eveiy- 
thing. You have to know who 
you are, what you can cany, 
how much time you’re willing 
to put into it. It takes a long 
time. You have to do trial and 
error. You have to tiy things 
and see how they work. Some¬ 
times they work veiy well and 
sometimes they don’t. 

Can you describe how your 
fashion sense has evolved? 

I think my look has been 
pretty much the same forever. 
I mean, it’s gotten a little 
more sophisticated, perhaps. 
But I don’t think my style has 
changed. I’m still the same 


person. I was always known 
for being extremely colourful. 

I wear less colour now, I think, 
than I did before. 

What about some wardrobe 
essentials everyone should 
have in their closets? 

It depends on who you are. 
There are no essentials eveiy- 
body should have. I don’t 
think like that. I mean, what 
could be essential for you 
might be extraneous for me. 

What do you think ofthe 
latest “normcore” trend? 

Normcore? What’s that? 

It’s a fashion trend that’s sup¬ 
posed to be undistinguished 
— sneakers and T-shirts. Ap¬ 
parently, it’s in right now. 

That doesn’t make it style. 
Maybe it makes it fashion, but 
that’s fine. I wear jeans. I love 
jeans.

Joe Fresh cuts ties with 
U.S. department store 

Loblaw Companies said 
Thursday it's pulling its Joe 
Fresh line from J.C. Penney 
department stores in the 
United States next year. 

Instead, it's switching 
its focus on its stand-alone 
stores, e-commerce and to 
expanding overseas, said 
Kevin Groh, the company's 
vice-president of corpor¬ 
ate affairs. The company 
has six stand-alone stores 
in the U.S., including a flag¬ 
ship location in New York's 
ultra-hip SoHo neighbour¬ 
hood. 

Groh said the deal to sell 
Joe Fresh clothing at 200 
J.C. Penney stores is set 
to expire on Jan. 30, 2016, 
and will not be renewed 
through mutual agreement. 
Mario Grauso, an American 
fashion industry veteran, 
took over from the low-cost 
clothing line's founder, Joe 
Mimran, in March. 

"What you're seeing is 
the unfolding of the vision 
under Mario Grauso,"' Groh 
said.

Lennon has designed a collec¬ 
tion of cups and saucers fea¬ 
turing the dates and places of 
six tragic events written in 
Ono’s handwriting, such as the 
atomic bombing of Hiroshima 
in 1945 and the day Lennon 
was shot and killed in 1980. A 
seventh cup appears untouched 
to represent hope.

Sam Smith cancels 
shows for surgery

British singer 
suffering from 
vocal cord 
hemorrhage 

Sam Smith, the 22-year-old 
singer whose incessant tour¬ 
ing helped make him a global 
sensation, said Thursday he 
would undergo surgery on 
his vocal cords and cancelled 
weeks of shows. 

After flying to Los Angeles 
to see a specialist for a hem¬ 
orrhage on his vocal cords, 
Smith said that doctors told 
him he needed an operation. 

“I’m so gutted to be missing 
all the shows and events I was 


meant to be playing at,” he 
wrote on Instagram. 

“The doctors say I will be 
back in six to eight weeks and 
I cannot wait to sing for you 
all soon,” he wrote. 

Smith said he was told that, 
after the operation, “I’m gonna 
be able to sing like never be¬ 
fore, so it’s worth it.” 

Smith said he would under¬ 
go the operation next week 
and would not be able to speak 
— let alone sing — for three 
weeks afterward. 

Among his upcoming dates, 
Smith had been scheduled to 
sing May 16 at the inaugural 
Rock in Rio USA festival in 
Las Vegas. 

He also cancelled appear¬ 
ances at two major British 
events — the BBC Radio 1 Big 


Weekend in Norwich and the 
Capital FM Summertime Ball 
at London’s Wembley Stadium 
— and June 17-18 shows at the 
Olympia in Paris. 

Smith earlier called off 
shows in Japan, the Philip¬ 
pines and Australia, where 
doctors noticed the hemor¬ 
rhage following a concert in 
Sydney. 

Smith, who until a few years 
ago was a bartender in Lon¬ 
don, quickly won a global fan 
base with his soulful ballad 
about a one-night stand, Stay 
With Me, and maintained a 
punishing travel schedule. 

He was the big winner at the 
Grammys in Februaiy, winning 
awards in three of the four 
most prestigious categories.

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Jack Black rides the D Train 



INTERVIEW 

Latest film 
gives goofy 
actor a chance 
to get weird 


At an East Village restaurant 
over dinner recently, after or¬ 
dering mussels and selecting 
a white wine, Jack Black prof¬ 
fered a theatrical “Gratzi” to 
the waitress. He then leaned in 
expectantly, his gymnastic 
eyebrows raised, eager¬ 
ly awaiting a response 
that didn’t come. 

“She didn’t say 
prego,” he said, 
slumping back into 
the booth, crest¬ 
fallen. 

Black was in 
town to pro¬ 
mote his latest 
film, The D 
Train, a black 
comedy about a 
status-obsessed family man or¬ 
ganizing his high school reunion. 
Black had just come from taping 
the Tonight Show, where he and 
Jimmy Fallon remade the music 


put (Kung Fu Panda, Gulliver’s 
Travels, Year One) but it was ac¬ 
claimed. Black, it turned out, was 
an exceptional character actor. 

“I was like: I want to make 
more of these movies 
that are weird 
and cool,” 
he says. “No 
money be¬ 
cause 


that’s what happens when you 
make a weird movie. I was act¬ 
ively looking for more indie pro¬ 
jects because of my experience 
on Bemie. 

“Let’s be honest, I’ve whiffed 
it a couple times,” he says. “And 
then it’s nervous times. And like 
three years go by, then here 
comes another wave. I’m glad 
I’m catching another wave.” 

A conversation with Black 
could have its own mixtape. The 
Beatles’ Sexy Sadie, Kanye West’s 
Yeezus and Die Antwoord are 
discussed; songs sung include 
the Rolling Stones’ Torn and 
Frayed and Cat Stevens’ Where 
Will the Children Play, which 
Black recently performed 
at a benefit. “Han Solo was 
there,” he says, referring to 
Harrison Ford. “He came 
over. Single tear.” 

Black’s wife is a cellist: 
“We do jam,” he says. 

At their Los Angeles 
home with their two boys, 
Black prefers to stay out of 
the limelight. “I like to go swim¬ 
ming and just put on a record, lis¬ 
ten to half, go in all wet, getting 
the floors all wet, flip it and play 
the other side of that record.” 
In The D Train, Black plays 


video to the Extreme ballad More 
Than Words. 

Sitting down to eat, he bel¬ 
lows: “If you want the scoop, 
you got to feed the beast!” 

Four years ago, Black starred 
in Richard Linklater’s Bemie, 
a comedy about 
a true-life 
tale of a 
belov¬ 


ed small-town Texas mortician 
convicted of murder. The movie 
was smaller than Black’s nor¬ 
mal out- 


perhaps his least likeable char¬ 
acter. “A total turd,” he calls him. 

To lure the most popular guy 
(James Marsden) back to the re¬ 
union, he piles fiction on top of 
fiction until it leads to an already 
infamous bisexual encounter. 
The D Train could be the bro- 
mance to end all bromances. 

“I just hadn’t seen it before,” 
says Black. “I guess that’s just it: 
I hadn’t seen it before.” 

Of course, School of Rock re¬ 
mains the quintessential Black 
film. He’s bombastic and sweet, 
a combustible, always-riffing tor¬ 
nado of enthusiasm. But The D 
Train and Bemie point toward 
a new direction. 

“What I took away from it is: 
Stop caring so much about what 
people think of you,” he says of 
The D Train. ”I’m always stress¬ 
ing. Like: ‘Oh God, I hope it’s a 
hit. I hope people like me. The 
stress comes from: If this doesn’t 
go well, then maybe I don’t work 
again. That never goes away.“ 

Black discovers the waitress 
is Estonian. “I’m glad I cleared 
that up,” he says. But later as he 
sips his after-dinner drink, he 
tries once more, and this time, 
he’s finally rewarded. “She said

I’d like to.’ And then he brought 
(Friends co-creator) Marta (Kauff¬ 
man) to us and she gave us the 
notion of her idea, and after that 
we jumped in with both feet.” 

That idea, by the way, is a 
doozy. Grace (Fonda) and Fran¬ 
kie (Tomlin) are two veiy differ¬ 
ent women who’ve maintained 
a tenuous friendship because 
their husbands (Martin Sheen 
and Sam Waterston) are law 
partners. But when the hus¬ 
bands announce that they’re 


both gay and are running off 
together, Grace and Frankie are 
left with each other to help pick 
up the pieces. 

So how do two women go 
decades with the same men not 
realizing something is amiss? 
Tomlin explains, “Like I say in 
that speech on the beach, ‘I sus¬ 
pected things, I thought some¬ 
thing was up, but...” And then 
Fonda interrupts her: “When 
he asked you to use the dildo? 
It’s called denial.”

Jane Fonda has taken peyote. 
The 77-year-old actress, activ¬ 
ist and fitness guru isn’t being 
shy about the practical experi¬ 
ence she’s brought to Grace and 
Frankie, the Netflix series she 
stars in alongside Lily Tomlin. 
“Among other things,” she says 
matter-of-factly. “It makes me 
throw up, just like the show 
says. It’s good to mix it with 
mushrooms.” 

Doing hallucinogens is one 
thing, but doing television? 
That’s not something Fonda 
could have fathomed until a few 
years ago, when she signed on 
for Aaron Sorkin’s The News¬ 
room on HBO. 

“When I started in mov¬ 
ies in the late ’50s, early ’60s, 
you never would do television. 
People who did television never 
made movies, and if you possibly 
could make movies, you never 
would do television,” Fonda says. 
“It wasn’t until about seven or 
eight years ago that I realized 
I really wanted to do television 
and I wanted to give a cultural 
face to an older woman. So when 
this came along, it was a dream 
come true.” 

It was also a chance to work 
with Nine to Five co-star and 
longtime pal Tomlin again, 
something that, at least accord¬ 
ing to Tomlin, has always been 
a priority. 

“I’d always tell my agent, or 
my partner and I might be try¬ 
ing to develop something that 
has to do with older people,” 
Tomlin says. “When my agent 
called me and told me, ‘Are you 
really trying to do something 
with Jane?’ I said, ‘Yeah, sure. 
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But back to the peyote. Tom¬ 
lin, for one, wants to assure 
everyone that while she and 
Fonda may have personal ex¬ 
perience to draw on, they’re no 
Method actresses. 

“We had to kind of project 
into that experience,” she says 
of the drugged-out beach scene 
in the first episode. “No matter 
how much experience we’ve 
had, it’s not like we actually are 
eating peyote at that moment.”

A big selling point for 
both stars was the im¬ 
age the series projects of 
women of a certain age. 

"We both get enough 
scripts to know that when 
you're an older woman 
you tend to be the butt of 
a joke" Fonda says. 

Tomlin elaborates: "I 
always resented that. I 
didn't like that. If a woman 
didn't have autonomy, 
if she was somebody's 
grandmother and they 
made her into a dodder¬ 
ing little old lady who just 
put up with stuff and kind 
of was vague, that just 
rubs me the wrong way — 
unless a very artful hand 
was on that depiction, 
and then I might have to 
look at it another way or 
something. But that usu¬ 
ally doesn't happen."

Like Massimo 
Bottura, I tried

Every spring, the return of 
fresh produce is as depend¬ 
able as celebrity-heavy super¬ 
hero franchises steamrolling 
— preferably in CGI — into 
theatres. But last weekend, be¬ 
cause I was more eager to see 
what the first greens of the 
season would be after such a 
long winter than figuring out 
who exactly Ultron is, I visited 
a farmers market instead of 
lining up for the latest Aven¬ 
gers. But I found only spring 
onions and green garlic. 

I purchased a couple bunch¬ 
es of each from a man wear¬ 
ing an “I love Berlin” sweat¬ 
shirt, whose long hair was 
held back by a pair of neon 
green sunglasses. 

The same man suggested 


that I make a pesto out of 
the green garlic. I nodded 
enthusiastically, but on the 
inside I shuddered, imagining 
what my Italian friends would 
think. Yes, there are varieties 
of pesto. But one can never be 


too sure how Italians’ adher¬ 
ence to culinary authenticity, 
which is both praise-worthy 
and paralyzing, will go over. 

Take Italian chef Massimo 
Bottura, who dares to use 
traditional ingredients from 


Modena and completely re¬ 
interprets them. He and his 
three-Michelin-starred restau¬ 
rant Osteria Francescana are 
profiled in the new six-part 
Netflix documentary series, 
Chef’s Table. 


But the accolades for Bot¬ 
tura’s inventive brand of cook¬ 
ing weren’t immediate. 

Italy is a country where 
if you asked anyone “where 
you can find the greatest food 
in the country, the answer 
is usually mom,” says food 
writer Faith Willinger in the 
inaugural episode. 

“In the first years of the 
restaurant, you never found 
anyone from Modena in the 
dining room,” she says. “It 
wasn’t what mom did.” 

Inspired by Bottura’s brav¬ 
ery, I decided to invent a 
pasta. Okay, basically I made 


cacio e pepe — the sim¬ 
plest and most satis¬ 
fying of pastas: think 
cheese, pepper and 
starchy pasta water — 
to which I added those 
wispy greens that I’d 
charred on the barbe¬ 
cue and some crispy 
pancetta. 

It’s the kind of dish 
I’d love to share with 
my mom, who loves 
to sample anything I 
make out-of-the-ordin- 
ary from her comest¬ 
ible repertoire when 
I visit her in London, 

Ont. 

Her version of spaghetti, 
which I don’t often pine for, 
contains ground beef, green 
peppers, garlic powder and a 
jar of ready-made Ragu. I al¬ 
most forgot the mushrooms. 
Canned mushrooms. 

On second thought — and 
even though I can’t tell you 
the last time I bought a green 
pepper — I’d happily indulge 
in a plate of her pasta if it 
meant sharing it with her. 
Sometimes it’s not the bread, 
but who you break it with.

Doc sheds light 
on religion's

What do Leonard Cohen, 
Gordon Lightfoot and Oscar- 
winning filmmaker Paul Hag¬ 
gis have in common? If you 
guessed they’re all famous 
Canadians, you’re right. But 
they have also been linked 
in the media to Scientology. 

“You’ve one-upped me on 
that,” laughed Mike Rinder 
during a recent interview to 
discuss his participation in the 
provocative new documentary 
Going Clear: Scientology and 
the Prison of Belief. As a for¬ 
mer high-ranking executive 
of the Church of Scientology, 
Rinder may not have kept tally 
on the Canadian contingent 
of the Church’s congregation, 
but he does understand why 
so many Scientologists are 
famous. 

“(Founder) L. Ron Hubbard 
realized that if you get celebri¬ 
ties involved, they will spread 
the word,” said the 60-year-old 
defector. 

“If you ask anybody on the 
street what (they) know about 
Scientology, probably the an¬ 
swer will be Well, I know Tom 
Cruise or John Travolta is one 
of them.’” 

That is just one of the many 
curiosities raised about Sci¬ 
entology in Going Clear — a 
dramatic declaration about the 
cryptic billion-dollar church 
that hides dark secrets behind 
the walls of its slick Hollywood 
headquarters. 

The film claims such mis¬ 
deeds include physical abuse, 
threats of lawsuits, forcing 
family members to “discon¬

nect” (sever lines of communi¬ 
cation) and even blackmail. 

“John (Travolta) has said 
himself that he thinks Scien¬ 
tology is wonderful and that 
it’s treated him wonderful¬ 
ly. I believe that, in part, is 
true,” said Rinder — before 
suggesting there may be a 
more fundamental cause for 
Travolta’s blind loyalty. 

“If he were to speak out, per¬ 
haps his wife would not agree 
and disconnect and maybe 


influence his children to do 
the same.” 

That “disconnection” is a 


tragic aspect of the church 
that’s affected Rinder directly. 
Since leaving Scientology 


abruptly in 2007, he has been 
“disconnected” entirely from 
his family — who remain Sci¬ 
entologists. 

While that loss may fuel 
his “responsibility to do some¬ 
thing” for others stuck in the 
Church, many Canadians will 
feel relieved Rinder’s activism 
against the cult of Scientology 
lies mainly south of the border. 

“I don’t think its impact has 
made many in-roads in Canada 
at all. But I don’t think that’s

any different than the United 
States,” said Rinder. 

He says that outside of the 
Church’s two main hubs in 
Hollywood and Florida, Sci¬ 
entology has had little prom¬ 
inence, even as the organiza¬ 
tion continues to raise money 
and boast about its growth 
— which notably includes a 
recently constructed shrine 
in Cambridge, Ont. 

“The Church tries to claim 
that this is evidence that 
there is this massive expan¬ 
sion that’s occurring but if 
you were to take a drive over 
to Cambridge and walk in the 
front door, you will find a com¬ 
pletely empty building,” said 
Rinder. “They’re like that all 
over the place.”

From the terrace of the Omni 
Grove Park Inn, patrons can 
drink in the same alfresco Blue 
Ridge mountain vistas that 
beguiled a stream of notable 
visitors over the past century, 
from inventor Thomas Edison 
and author F. Scott Fitzger¬ 
ald to U.S. President Barack 
Obama. 

In this Asheville, N.C., set¬ 
ting, it seems apropos to pair 
the soothing surroundings 
with an oatmeal porter from 
Highland, Asheville’s first post- 
Prohibition brewery. 

For a city of fewer than 
100,000 people, in a region 
once known for illicit whiskey, 
Asheville is hopping with a 
veritable bounty of craft beers. 

Twenty-one local breweries 
call the Western North Caro¬ 
lina mountain town home, and 
new operations are popping up 
all the time. 

As Asheville’s beer culture 
grows, even internationally 
known craft brewers, such as 
California’s Sierra Nevada and 
Colorado’s New Belgium, are 
getting in on the action. 

It’s hard to leave Asheville 
without gaining a profound 
passion for hops, tart saisons 
and winning and wild addi¬ 


tives that run the gambit from 
lavender to jalapenos. 

After sipping, slurping and 
knocking back flight after 
flight of draught on a four- 
day tour, here are some to try 
on your next Asheville beer¬ 
crawling adventure. 

Thirsty Monk 

Bar staff take imbibing reli¬ 
giously at the Monk’s trio of 
Asheville brew pubs. Order a 
flight and they’ll eagerly share 
their devotion, kindly jotting 
down aroma, appearance, and 
taste notes — a handy crib 


sheet even regulars appreciate, 
with taps constantly in flux. 

“We never put the same keg 
on twice in a row. Every time a 
beer kicks we go put on some¬ 
thing different. Last year we 
served 2,600 different beers,” 
says Chall Gray, Thirsty Monk’s 
vice-president of operations. 
Knock one down: CocoNorm is 
a smooth, easy-to-drinlc porter 
made with Belgian yeast and 
toasted organic coconut. 

Urban Orchard Cider 

Using freshly pressed juice 
from orchards just down the 


highway in Hendersonville, 
this West Asheville cideiy with 
a penchant for yeast experi¬ 
mentation uses a quartet of 
300-gallon stainless steel fer¬ 
mentation tanks to crank out 
its artisanal hard ciders. 
Knock one down: The Wit 
Cider is made with hand- 
crushed toasted coriander with 
orange juice and zest. “The 
only sweetness you’ll taste is 
from the orange, the rest has 
been fermented out,” explains 
Jeff Anderson, Urban Orchard’s 
creative director. “You are left 
with a veiy crisp and refreshing 


cider, perfect for springtime 
— bone dry at 7.8 per cent.” 

Burial Beer 

The taproom comes alive 
on Sundays for weekly jazz 
brunches where guests graze 
on New Orleans-inspired dishes 
and Wednesdays is hops + hoag- 
ies, featuring a cured green 
chorizo with spicy mayonnaise 
and green onions. 

Knock one down: “We are 
constantly cranking out unique 
stuff,” says Burial Beer co¬ 
owner Jessica Reiser. For ex¬

Josh Morrissey has excelled 
on the international stage for 
Canada during his four-year 
Western Hockey League career, 
but until now he has never 
had the chance to play for a 
league title. 

The Kelowna Rockets de¬ 
fenceman aims to make the 
most of it as his club faces the 
Wheat Kings in the final, start¬ 
ing Friday in Brandon, Man. 
This marks the first time since 
2003 that the top two regular- 
season teams have reached the 
championship series. 

“Knowing that this could 
veiy well be my last season in 
junior, I definitely want to end 
it off in the right way,” said 
Morrissey, a Winnipeg Jets pros¬ 
pect who is expected to play in 
the AHL or NHL next season. 

The 19-year-old Calgaiy na¬ 
tive helped Canada win this 
year’s world junior champion¬ 
ship. He has also garnered gold 
medals at the Ivan Hlinlca Me¬ 
morial Tournament and IIHF 
under-18 worlds. After begin¬ 
ning the season with the strug¬ 
gling Prince Albert Raiders, he 
is savouring the rare chance for 
a world junior crown, a WHL 
championship and a Memorial 
Cup title in one season. 

“Regardless of your age or 
time in the league or anything 
like that, it’s so hard to win 
and so hard to get the chance 
to win,” he said. “You might 
never have that opportunity 
(at any level) again.... For our 
team, I think we really want 
to relish it now.” 

“It’s been a long season 
where we were competing with 
them, especially in the second 
half, for home-ice (advantage) 
when it came to the final — 
and got there,” said Brandon 
assistant coach David Anning.

McDavid would soon start 
playing again and loomed 
large in Canada’s first gold- 
medal win at the world junior 
championships in six years in 
Januaiy. 

He has since worked himself 
up to a level that’s rarely been 
seen before. 

In reaching the final, Mc¬ 
David has racked up 42 points 
in 15 playoff games, including 
19 in a six-game semifinal win 
over the Sault Ste. Marie Grey¬ 
hounds, the top-ranked team in 
the countiy that hadn’t lost a 
playoff game previously. 

So, despite the fact that both 
the Generals and Otters have 
many excellent players, there’s 
good reason for all the chatter 
surrounding McDavid, the sure¬ 
fire No. 1 pick of the Edmonton 
Oilers in June. 

“It’s outlandish really,” Gen¬ 
erals coach D.J. Smith said in 
reference to McDavid, who 
has 17 more points than Osh¬ 


awa’s top scorer, Michael Dal 
Colle. “Going into the playoffs I 
don’t think there was a person 
that picked anyone other than 
Sault Ste. Marie (to win the 
championship), and he went 
in there and took them apart.” 

Smith admitted it would be 
foolish to think McDavid can 
be completely shut down, but 
if there’s a team in the league 
that can limit his chances, it 
would be the Generals.
